Washoes, with Captain Pete his Chief 
of Staff and 
Aid-de-Camp General, 


called upon us again to day and entered 
into quite a powwow concerning the 
condition and wants of their dusky 
nation. 


They plead, that they are a peaceable 


race of aboi'i^iiees, and evar since tae 
settlement of tins section have been 
disposed to the good order nnd happi- 
ness of all concerned. Of hue years it 
has come frequently to our notice that 
the Washoea ha?e but slight resources 
for their support, and with the advance- 
ment of civilization they are becoming 
more and more helpless. 
They arc 


really poor, and often suffer for food. 
They inannge to clothe themselves rea- 
sonably well with the cast off garments 
of their whita neighbors, bet during the 
Winter months they actually 
snffer. 


The presence of the Chinese has proved 
a strict barrier to any entry by them 
into lines of systematic industry, and 
they have consequently been obliged to 
endure all the unfortunate results of 
contract with ;i dominant race with none 
of the ameliorating eironm-iUnoes which 
are usually thrown about Indian tribes 
by th,? General Government. Captain 
Jim tells us trat the situation of his 
people grows worse every year instead 
of bettsr. 
He feels that in view of tho 


long continued friendly relations which 
have been maintained with the whites, 
as well as tho conditions of neces-uty to 
which they hitvo beea reduced, his 
people ought now to receive a reason- 
ably liber.ii r-H/onnitioii fioia the Gov- 
ernment nt Wellington.

California 


State Board of Health, has returned 
from Trucked, where be went to inves- 
tigate the epidemic disease that has so 
alarmed the people there. He found it 
to be virulent scarlet fever, and due 
first, to unsanitary conditions, that 
were in turn due to neglect of cleanli- 
ness and ordinary sanitary precautions; 
and second, to carelessness in riot isolat- 
ing those capable of communicating the 
disease. 
He addressed tho citizens, 


pointed out the needs of the place, and 
a memorial was drawn and sent to the 
county Supervisors for the appointment 
of a Health Officer. 
The trouble is,

BO situated as to be easily made aud 
easily kept in a fine sanitary condition, 
and epidemic filth disease ought to be 
absolutely unknown there. Now that 
attention is called to the need of the 
place, Dr. Tyrrell believes the citizens, 
who tire public-spirited and vr-ady to do 
what is necessary, will enforce proper 
sanitation and put the town in the 
proper sanitary condition.

got his gait pretty well calculated, and 
he is steady-going sort of a planet— 
although perhaps the youngest of the 
lot — they can predict his place a good 
while ahead with reasonable certainty. 


Mercury coujoiiis or conjuncts, too, 


on the "1st, both with Old Sol and Nep- 
tune.
